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' To this Purpoſe 1 preſs'd Mounhieur Parpore frequently by Sir 
Will. Throckmorta, who returned hence again into France on the Tenth 
of November, the day our Parliament thonld have mer, but was Pro- 
rogued. Mounſieur Pompone (as I was informed by Sir Wilkan) did 
ſeem to approve the thing; but yet had T'wo Objections againſt it : 
Fixſt, That the Sum we propoled, was Great; and could be very 
itt ſpared in the circumſtances his Moſt ( briſtian Majeſty was in. To 
which we Anſwer'd, That if by his Expending that Sum, he could 
procure a Diffolution of our Parliament , and thereby a Peace, 
which every body agreed would neceffarily follow ; his Moſt (hriſtian 
Majeſty would gain Fs Ends, and fave Five or Ten Times a greater 
Sum, and fo be a good Husband by his Expence; and if we did 
not procure a Diſſolution, he ſhould not be ar that Expence art all; 
for that we Defired him only to promiſe upon that Condition, which 
we were content to be Obliged to perform firſt. The' Second/Ob- 
jection was, Fhe Duke did not move, nor appear in it Himſelf. 
To that we Anſwered, That he did not indeed ro Mounſieut Pom- 


' pore, becauſe he had found foill an effeCt of the Negotiation with Fa- 


ther Ferryer, when it came into Mounſieur Roawview's hands ; but thar 
he had concerned himſelf in it to Father Ferrer. EP 
Yet I continued to proſecute and preſs the Diſſolution of the 
Parliament, detefting all Prorogations as only ſo much loſs of rime, 
and a means of ſtrengthning all thoſe who depend upon it in Op- 
polition to the (rown, the Intereſt of Fraxce, and ( atholick Religion, 
in the Opinion they had raken, That our King durſt not part with 
his Parliament; apprehending that another would be much Worſe. 
Second, Thar he could not live long without a Parliament, there- 
fore they muſt ſuddenly Meet ; and the longer he kept them Of, 
the greater his Neceſſity would grow ; and conſequently their 
power to make him do what they liſted, would increaſe accor- 
dingly: And therefore, if they could but maintain themſelves a 
while, the day would certainly come in a ſhort time, in which they 
ſhould be able to work their Wills. . Such Diſcourſes as theſe kept 
the ( onfedeyates and our Male-(ontents in heart, and made them wea- 
ther on the War in ſpight of all our Prorogations : Therefore 1 
preſs'd (as I have faid) a Difſolution until February laſt, when our 
Circunſtances were fo totally Changed, that we were forced to change 
our Councels too, and be as much for the Parliaments Sitting, as we

were before againſt 1t. : 

Our (haye was thus; Before that time, the Lord Arlington was 
the only Miniſter in Credit, who thought himſelf out of all dan-

ger of the Parliament ; he having been Accuſed before them and 
Juſtified, & therefore was Zealous for their fitting ; and to increaſe 
his Reputation with them, and to become a perfect Favourite, 
he ſers himſelf all he could, ro Perſecute the ( atholick Religion, and 
to oppoſe the French © To ſhew his Zeal againtt the firſt, he revived 
ſome old dormant Orders for prohibiting Roman ( atholicks to ap- 
pear before the King, and put them in Execution at his firſt com- 
ing into his Office of Lord ( hamberlan: And to make ſure work 
with the ſecond, as he thought ; prevailed with the King to give 
him and the Earl of Offory, (who married two Siſters of Mhne Fdeere 
Odjke's) leave to go over into Holland with the ſaid Heere, ro make 
a Viſit, as they pretended, to their Relations; But indeed, and 
in truth, to propoſe the Lady Mary (Eldeſt Daughter of his 
R. H.) as a Match' for the Prince of Oraue; not only without 
the conſent, but againſt the good likeing of his R. XZ. : in-ſo 
much, that the Lord Arlmgtons Creatures were forced to excuſe 
him, with a Diſtin&tion, that the {aid Lady was not to be look- 
ed upon as the Dukes Daughter, 'but as the Kings, and a 
Child of the State was, and ſo the Duke's conſent not much to be 
Confidered in the diſpoſal of her, but only the Intereſt of State, 
By this he intended to render himſelf the Darling of Parliament :} 
and Proteſtants, who look'd. upon themſelves as ſecured in their | 
Religion by ſuch an Alliance, and deſigned further to draw us in- 
to a Cloſe Conjunttion with Holland, and the Enemies of 
France. The Lord Arlington (et forth upon this Errand the Tenth of 
November #674. and returned not till the Sixth of January following ; * 
During his abſence, the L. Treaſurer, L. Keeper, & the Duke of Lauder- 
dale, who were the only Miniſters of any conſiderable Credit with the King, 
and who all pretended to be entirely United to the Nuke, declaimed- } 
 Loudly, & with great Violence, againſt the ſaid Lord, & his Actions 
in Holland ; and did hope, in his, abſence, to have totally Supplanted * 
him, and to have routed him out of the Kings Favour; and after 
that, thought they might eaſily enough have dealt wirch*.the Par- 

| lament. Bur none of them had Courage enough to ſpeak againſt 
the Parliament, till they could get rid of him for fear they ſhould not 
ſucceed, and that the Parliament would Sir in ſpight of them, and 
come to hear that they had uſed their endeavours againſt it; which 
would have been ſo Unpardonable a Crime with our Omnupotent Par- 

| kament, that no Power could have been able to have Saved them from 
Puniſhment : bur they finding at his Return, that they could not prevail 
againſt him, by ſuch Means and Arts as they had then tryed, refolved 


upon 
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upon New Councels ; which were to out-run him in his own Courſe ; 
which accordingly they undertook, & became as fierce Apoſtles, and 
as zealous for Proteſtant Religion, 8 againſt Popery, as ever my L. Arlington 
bad been before them; and in purſuance thereof, perſwaded rhe King 
to iſſue our thoſe ſevere Orders & Proclamations againlt Catholicks, which 
came out in February laſt; by which, they did as much as in them lay, 
to extirpate all Catholicks, and Catholick Religion, out of the Kingdom ; 
- which Councels, were in my poor opinion {o Deteſtable, being level- 
led (as they muſt needs be) fo direQtly againſt the Duke, by People 
which he had Advanced, and who had profefſed ſo much Duty and 
Service to him, that wwe were put upon new "Thoughts how to ſave 
his R. H. now from the Deceits and Snares of thoſe men, upon 
whom we formerly depended. We ſaw well enough, that their delign 
was to make themſelves as grateful as they could to the Parliament, 
if ir muſt Sit; they thinking nothing ſo acceptable ro them, as the 
perſecution of Popery ; and yet they were ſo obnoxious to the Parlia- 
ments diſpleaſure in general, that they would have been glad of any 
Expedient to have kept ic off; though they durſt not engage againſt 
it openly themſelves, but thought rhis Device of theirs might ſerve for 
their purpoſes, hoping the Duke would be lo alarm'd at their proceed- 


mgs, and by his being leftby every body, that he would bemuch more 
a 


raid of the Parliament than ever, and would uſe his utmoft power 
to prevent its Sitting : which they doubted not but he would endea- 
your ; & they were ready enough to work underhand too for him (for 
their own ſakes, not his) in order thereunto, but durſt not appear 0- 
penly ; and to encourage the Duke rhe more to endeavour the Diſſoly- 
tion of the Parliament, their Creatures uſed to lay up and down, That 
this Rigour againſt the ( atholicks, was in favour of the Duke, and to 
make a Diſſolution of the Parliament more eaſy, (which they knew he 
coveted) by obviating one gre Mbjettion which was commonly made 
againſt ir, which was, Thar if the Parliament ſhould be Diſſolved, 
i would be ſaid, That it was done in favour of Popery; which Cla- 
mour they had prevented beforehand by the Severity they had uſed 
againſt it. 

As ſoon as we ſaw theſe Tricks put upon us, we plainly ſaw 
what men we had to deal withal, and what we had to truſt to, 
if we- were wholly at their mercy : but yet durft not ſeem fo diſ- 
fatished as we really were, but rather magnified the Contrivance, 

 asa Device of great Cunning and Skill: all this we did, purely 
to hold them in a belief, that we would endeavour ro Difſolve the 
Parliament, & that they might rely upon his R. H. for that which we 
knew they long'd for, and were afraid they might do ſome orher 


way, 
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way,, if they diſcovered that we were reſolved we would not : Ar 
length, when we ſaw the Seſſions ſecured, we declared, that we 
were for the Parliaments meeting ; as indeed we were, from the 
moment. we ſaw our ſelves handled by all the Kings Miniſters at 
fach a. rate, that we had Reaſon to believe, they would Sacrifice 
France, Religion, and his R. H. too, to their own Intereſt, if oc- 
caſion ſerved; and that they were lead to believe, that that was | 
_ the only way they had to ap themſelves at that time : for we 
ſaw no Expedient fit to ſtop them in their Carreir of perſecution, . 
and thoſe other deſtructive Counlels, but the Parliament ; which 
had ſer it (elf a long time to diſlike every thing the Minifters had 
done, and had appeared violently againſt 'Popery, whileft the Court 
ſeemed to favor it; and therefore we were Confident, that the 
Miniſters having turned their Faces, the Parliament would do fo 
too, and ſtill be againſt them; and be as little for Perſecution 
then, as they had been for Popery before. This I undertook to ma- 
nage for the Duke and the King of France's Intereſt ; and. affured 
Mounſieur Rowvigny (which I am ſure he will reſtify, if occaſion 
ſerves) thar thar Seſſions ſhould do neither of them any hurt ; for 
that 1 was fure I had power enough to prevent miſchief, though 
I durſt not engage for any good they vvould do; becauſe I had bur 
very few afliſtancesto carry on the vvork, and vyanted thoſe helps, 
which others had of making friends : "The Dutch and Spaniard ſpared 
no pains or expence of mony to animate as many as they could againſt 
France ; Our Lord Treaſurer, Lord Keeper, all the Biſhops,& ſuch as call'd 
themſelves Old ( avabers, (who vvere all then as one man) were not leſs 
induſtrious againſt Popery, and had the Purſe at their Girdle too ; 
vvhich is an Excellent Inſtrument to gain Friends vvith; and all 
United againſt the Duke, as Patron both of Fraxce and (athelick Re- 
ligion. To deal with all this Force, vve had no Money, but vvhacr 
came from adew private hands; and thoſe ſo mean ones too, that 
dare venture to ſay, that I ſpent more my particular (elf out of my 
own Fortune, = upon my fingle Credit, than all the whole Bo- 
dy of (atholicks in Frgland beſides; which was ſo inconfider- 
able, m compariſon of what our Adverſaries commanded, and we 
verily believe did beſtow in making their Party, that it is not worth 
mentioning : Yet notwithſtanding all rhis, we faw that by the 
help of the Nonconformiſts, as Presbyterians, hudependents, and other 
Sefts, (who were as much atraid of Perſecution as our ſelves) and 
of the Enemies of the Miniſters, and particularly of the Treaſurer ; 
who by that time had ſupplanted the Earl of Arlington, and was 
grown ſole manager of all Aﬀaires himſelf, we ſhould be very able to

prevent vyhat- they deſigned againſt us,- and. ſo render the Seſ- 
| frons ineffectual ro theirEnds, though vve might notbe/ able to _ 
compaſs our own ; which were, to make ſome brisk ſtep in Favour of 
his R. H. to ſhew the King, that his Majeſties Aﬀairs 'in Parlia- 
ment were not Obſtrutted, by reaſon of any Averſion they' had to 
his R. H's Perſon, or apprehenfions they had of him, or his Religion ; 
Bur | from Faition and Ambition'in fome, atd from 4 real diſſa- 
risfaCtion in others, that we have not had ſuch fruits and good Effe&ts 
of thoſe great ſums of Money which have been formerly given as 
was expected. If we could then have made bur one ſuch ſtep, the 
King would certainly have reſtored his R. H.. to all his Comiſhions ; 
upon which he would have been much greater” than ever yet he 
was in his whole Life, or could probably ever have been by any 0- 
ther Courle in the World, than what he had taken of becoming ( a- 
tholique, &c. And we were fo very near gaining this Point, that 1 did 
humbly beg his R. H. to give me leave to putithe Parliament upon - 
making an Addreſs to the King, thar his Majeſty would be pleaſed 
to put the Fleet into the hands of his R. H. as the only Perſon like- 
ly to give a good Accompt of {o important a Charge as that was 
to the Kingdom; And ſhewed his R. H. ſuch Reaſons toperſwade 
him that we could carry it, that he agreed with me in it, that he be- 
liewd we could. Yet others telling him how great a Damage it 
would be to him, it he ſhould mils in luch an undertaking (which for 
my part I could not then lee, nor do I yet) he was prevailed upon not 
ro venture, though he was perlwaded he could carry it. 1 did Com- 
municate this Deligne of mine to Mounlicar Rowvigny, who agreed 
with me, that it would be the greateſt advantage immaginable to his 
Maſter, to have the Dukes Power and Credit fo far Advanced as this - 
would certainly do, if we could compaſs it : I ſhewed him all the 
Difhculty we were like to meet with, and what helps we ſhould 
have; butthat we ſhould want.one very martrerial one, Money, to car- 
ry on the Work as we ought; and therefore I do Confeſs,-1 did 
{hamefully beg his Maſters Help, and would willingly have been 
in-everlaſting Diſgrace with all the World, it I had not with that af- 
iiſtance of twenty Thouſand Pound Sterlmg, (which perbaps is not 
the tenth part of what was {pent on the other {1de) rmade it evident 
to the Duke, thar he could not have miſſed it. Mounſieur Rotvigny u- Y 
led to tell me, Thar if he could beſure of {ucceeding iri that Deſign, , I 
his Maſter wentd eive 2 very much larger Sum; | but that he was .- 
not in a Condition to throw away money upon Uncertainties. 1 An-' 7 
Iwered, "That nothing of that nature could be .ſo infallibly'ſure, as" 2 
: | P _ not 
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notto be ſubje& to ſome poſſibilicies of Failing ; bur thac' I duſt 
venture to undertake to-make it evident, that there was. as great'an 
aſſurance of ſucceeding, in it, as any Husbandmamn can Fins ob 
a Crop in Harveſt, vvho fovvs. his Ground in its. due Seaſon; 


and yet. it vvould. be counted a. very imprudent peice of vvari- 
neſs. in' any body, to. ſcruple the venturing fo much Seed in its 


proper time, becaule it is poſſible it may be totally loft, and no 
benefit of it found in Harveſt ; He that mindes the Winds and'the

The ſecond Witneſs is Mr, Bedlow, who ſwears that he was 
1mployed by Harcourt, the Jeſuit, to carry Pacquets of Letters 
to Monſieur Le Cheſe, the French Kings Confeſſor ; and fur- 
ther ſays, bewas at a Conſult in Francc, where the Plot was 
diſcourſed on for killing the King; and did bring back an an- 
ſwer from Le Cheſe to Harcourt in London, and fwears par- 
ticularly, that onthe 24thor 25th of May, 1677. be was at 
Colemans Houſe with Father Harcourt, and ſome other Per- 
ſons. where Mr. Coleman, diſcourſing of the great deſign in 3 
hand, ſaid theſe Words following.

this Letter was acknowledged by Monſieur Le Cheſe, in an an- 
ſwer which he wrote to Mr. Coleman, dated from Paris 
OR. 23. 75. in which be gives him thanks for his good Ser- 
vice, in order to the promoting the Popiſh Religion. 

Several other Letters have been produced and read, which 


were written by Mr. Coleman to Monſzeur Ferrier and others, 


and more particularly one Letter dated Auguſt 21, 74. writ- 
ten by Coleman to the Popes Internuntio at Bruſſels, wherein 
he ſays the Deſign proſpered ſo well, that he doubted not but 
in alittle time the bufineſſe would be managed, to the ut- 
ter ruine of the Proteſtant Party.” 

And by other Letters be writes to the French Kings Confeſſor 


that the aſſtfance of his mo$t Chriftian Majeſty 3s neceſſary, 


and deſires Money from the French Ming to carry,on the De- 
ION. 
$i there is one Letter, without Date, more Bloody than 
all the reſt, which was written to Monſreur Le Cheſe in ſome 
ſhort time after the long Letter of September 29, 1675. where- 
in, amongFt many other things, Coleman expreſſes bimſelfthys. 
We have a mighty Work upon our Hands, no 
leſs than the Converſion of three Kingdoms, 
and the utter ſubduing of a Peſtilent Hereſie, 
which hath for ſome time domineer'd over this 
Northern part of the World; and we never 


had ſo great hopes of 1t ſince our Q. Mary's days. 


And in the Concluſion of the Letter he implores Monſieur Le 
Chele to get all the aid and aſſiſtance he can from France, and 
that next to God Almighty, they did rely upon the mighty mind 
of his moſt Chriftian Majefly, and therefore- did hope le Cheſe 
would procure Money and AſiStance from him. 

Now any Man that confiders the Contents of theſe Letters, 
muſt needs agree, that the latter part of the Indiciment, to
